DROWNED IN CUT-O¥F LAEKE.

Yeuterday aftérnoon shortly after 2 o'elock

Georga Mack and Mra. Susie Hoffman, col-
ored, were nceidently drowned in  Cut-Off
lnke. The aceldent oecurred almost In the

eenter of the sheat of water betweon Swift's

fco house and the pavillion at Courtland
beach.
The accldent was seen by some of the

employes of the ice housa, and they Immedl-

ately sturted to the scene, but arrived too
lite to render any asgistance. Both sank
before  they could ba reached. The lake

was dragged at once, and In the epurde of an
hour and a half the body of Mrs. Hoffman
wita found In twelve fest of water, The
search waz continued for the other bedy,
but It was almost 7 o'clock before It was
brought to the surface. 1t wons In twenty
fest of water, not far from the place where
Mrs. Hoffman's bady was tound. The search-
ere woere unable to reach it with poles, and
it was drawn up with a fish line, tha hocks
fastening into the clothes. The bodies were
taken to the morgue,

The two had rowed to the center of the
lake with the Intention of anchoring there
and Nshing. Mack threw the anchor over-
board, but the chain was too short to allow
it to touch bottom, and the boat tipped over.
The sudden careaning seemed to frighten
the ococupants of the boat, and in thalr excite-
ment they eaused the boat to capsize. Mack
was able to swim, and he succeeded In get-
ting upon the bottem of the overturped boat,
He was geen to Immediately dive off, prob-
ably with the {intention of rescuing Mrs.
Heffman., Neither was seen again,

The two were members of a party who
went to the lake yesterday for an after-
noon's fle* Mrs, Holfman, Fannle Robin-
soin, & frlend who lives with her, and Charles
Farmer started out flrst, Mack having ar-
ranged to come Jater, The three hired a boat
from Naoatkeoper Larsen, who lves on the
wist side of the lake, and rowed up toward
the place where the accldent occurred.
Bhortly after Maek arrived, and also hired o
boat. Farmer and Ml:sz Robinzon rowed off
about 100 yards from the other boat and cast
snchor, Shortly after fthis the accident,
whileh ended the Hvez of Mack nmnd Mrs.
Hoffman, occurred, I"armer bLelng unable to
render any assistance.

Mra. Hoffman was a good looking woman,
almost white, and about 38 years of age,
Bhe tived In the rear of 912 South Eleventh
street, where Mizs Robinson also lved. She
was marrled, but her butband has not been
living with her. She has a son 19 years of
age. Mack was about 30 years old, He had
been working as a porter at a saloon at the
porner of Sixteenth and Corby strects,
